There could be something a little awry with the 
Melbourne Croatia blend, but be sure that former 
Socceroo great Peter Ollerton is capable of smoo- 
thing out any errors.

FAGAN IN HOT WATER

NORTH Star coach lain Fagan seems certain to be cited to appear 
before the QSF management committee after sensational fulltime 
scenes after his team lost its undefeated record at Ipswich United a 


fortnight ago. 


The 2-1 loss was climaxed by a last minute all-in brawl and a triple sending-off 
by referee Gordon Nicholson. 

At the conclusion of the match Fagan raced onto the field and clashed with 
officials. Although much of the incident was just verbal abuse, it is understood the 
referees’ report alleges a match official was pushed by Fagan. 

The QSF recently imposed a three-match “‘suspension” on Coalstars coach 


Brian Styles for pushing a match official and the Queensland Referees Federa- 
tion has campaigned heavily since for harsher penalties for “assaults”. 


Witnesses confirm Fagan’s story that he never touched referee Nicholson, but 
he did “fend” linesman Steve Kingshott, who stepped in between the two. 


Fagan fired a broadside at Nicholson after the match and called to be reported 
to allow him to have his say at any hearing. 


“| hope | am reported, because something has got to be done about this man 
(Nicholson). In every game that we have him, there is trouble. Either it’s er who are 
wrong, or him who's wrong,” Fagan said. 

“If | am reported, then | might get a chance to have my say and get something 


done.” 


The keenly contested match ended in uproar when an incident between 
Ipswich United fullback Dallas Graham and North Star striker Paul Fagan 
sparked an all-in brawl involving 15 of the 22 players on the park. 


After order was restored, Nicholson sent-off Graham and Fagan then also red- 
carded North Star stopper Pat Leathan, who it was alleged head-butted United 
striker Peter Vogler during the Melee. 

Although several of Nicholson's decisions through the match were confusing, 
few could argue that his actions were correct in ordering the triple send-off. 


And Queensland Soccer Federation President, Roger Marshall, who coinci- 
dentally was at the game praised Nicholson's actions. 
“| thought Gordon handled an exciting and entertaining game very well,” he 


said. 


Marshall confirmed that a detailed report of the incident had been submitted to 
the QSF management committee, but declined to reveal any details. 


“As far as | am concerned it is a matter between us (the QSRF) and the 


Federation,” he said.

THEY'VE MISSED THE BOAT | 


SAYS GRAHAM COOKE 


SOME National Soccer League coaches are missing the boat 
by ignoring the talent on offer at the Australian Institute of 
Sport, recently appointed AIS assistant coach Gary Cole be- 
lieves. 


Up to 10 of the 17-strong squad could be available for clubs at the 
end of the season, but as yet there have only been a handful of in- 
quiries, he said. 

And with a heavy hint to the two NSW State Bank League clubs in the 
ACT area, he added that some of the graduating students would like to 
Stay in Canberra. 

Cole, appointed earlier this year and still in the process of settling 
into his new job, has definite views about the emphasis he would like to 
place on his coaching: “I want to see more players who are comfort- 
able in possession of the ball. 

“We have too few of them. It is a problem even among members of 
the national team.” 

It was never a fault that Cole possessed during his career — unless 
you count a tendency to get rid of the ball into the back of opponents’ 
nets as a fault. In 10 sessions of NSL competition, initially with Heidel- 
berg and then with Preston Makedonia, he scored 131 goals to lead the 
all-time list from John Kosmina and Mark Jankovics. 

He is still only 31 — and does not hide the resentment he feels at the 
way his career in the big league was brought to a premature end by 
Preston last year. 

“Because they had a shortage of experienced players | played half 
the season in the midfield then went back to the front line, scored nine 
goals in 10 games, and was sacked,” he said. 

“That would not have been so bad, but they put a $15,000 transfer 
fee on my head which effectively quashed any interest from other NSL 
clubs in Melbourne. 

“| still feel | could be playing there now had Preston not done that to 
me. They didn’t want me anymore, but they could not bear to have me 
play against them for a club in the same competition. 

“So when the AIS assistant coach’s job was advertised | decided to 
give it a go rather than potter around in state league soccer.” 

Pottering around has never been in Cole's nature. He arrived in 
Australia as a 15-year-old from England in 1971 and almost at once 
forced his way into the Victorian under-16 side. “We finished third at 
the national titles in Canberra that season and the following year won in 
Sydney.” 

His first senior club was Ringwood City, then Fitzroy United (later 
Heidelberg) which became one of the founder members of the NSL in 
1977. 

And international honours came his way with an under-23 tour to 


Indonesia where one of his team-mates was another promising 
youngster, John Kosmina, later to captain the Socceroos. 

“We weren't too successful but it was my first taste of large crowds 
and a good soccer atmosphere. | decided then that this was for me.”” 

And soccer was rapidly becoming aware of him as he began to score 
freely in the new national competition. In 1978 he made his senior 
Socceroo debut. “It was against Greece in Melbourne at the end of 
Jimmy Shoulder’s spell as national coach. We lost 2-1 but | scored the 
goal.” 

He feels disappointed about not winning more trophies with Heidel- 
berg. “We won one cup final, beating Sydney City 4-0 in Canberra 
when | scored a hat trick, but we always seemed to be the bridesmaids 
in the league. 

“And, of course, | would love to have reached the World Cup finals. 
We should have in 1982 when we had a better squad than New Zea- 
land but did it all wrong. We played them after they had gone out on the 
road, beating all the weaker teams, and had developed a team unity. 

“It was after that | got seven against Fiji but it was too late. We were 
out.” 

That is all in the past for Gary Cole. Although he still has a burning 
desire to play the game, and would welcome an opportunity that fits in 
with his work, the new challenge as Ron Smith’s assistant at the AIS 
absorbs him now. 

“T haven’t had a great deal of coaching experience, but being a 
teacher by profession helps. The two jobs are not so far removed — it is 
only the content of what you are trying to put over that changes. 

“What I’ve seen so far has impressed me. The kids here understand 
a lot more about the game than | did at their age, but they lack experi- 
ence. Their learning will not end when they leave here. 

He believes that the AIS students, and soccer generally in Australia, 
should set realistic goals and go all out to meet them. “For instance, a 
realistic goal for the senior Socceroos is to make the World Cup finals. | 
believe we can best do that by producing more players who are tech- 
nically correct, taking a greater share of the possession and not always 
hurrying to give the ball away. 

“The one player on the national scene who can really do this is Zarko 
Odzakov. He is superb in possession. Robbie Slater is a grafter with 
plenty of pace who can also score goals and Robbie Dunn’s game has 
improved.” 

And what are Gary Cole’s personal goals? ‘I have learned my 
football in this country and | have been part of its national team. | want to 
coach the national team.” 

A bold objective, yet if he attacks this target with the same mixture of 
aggression and skill he showed in the opposition’s penalty area over 
the past decade, who's to say he won’t succeed.

EXECUTIVE director of the West End National 
Soccer League, Stefan Kamasz answers recent 
criticism of the league’s crowds, facilities and 
the summer soccer issue .. . . 

A recent article by David Jack in the Sydney 
““Sun”’ newspaper highlighted the ‘“‘falling 
crowds and lack of facilities” at national league 
venues... 

Here Kamasz answers the arguments put for-; 
ward in David Jack’s article ... 


Dear David 

| read with great amazement your article in 
yesterday's Sun, headed ‘On The Brink’, point- 
ing out the low level of crowds last weekend at 
West End NSL matches. 

Whilst a total of almost 12,000 people for six 
matches is not something to be enthused about, 
let's take the matter in its proper perspective by 
comparing it with Rugby League crowds on the 
same day in Sydney. 

The three Rugby League matches, in what is 
a sport with high financial backing and massive 
media exposure, managed to draw 14,000 spec- 
tators. 


In fact, Sydney Olympic’s attendance was A é 
comparable with two of the three Rugby League 
matches played. If you believe that we have 
problems, then | would think that Rugby League 
has even more. 

The truth of the matter, however, is that Sun- 
day's inclement weather played a major role in 
adversely affecting gates at all sporting fixturs in 
Sydney and Melbourne, and in soccer’s case, 
when the type of facility that exists is taken into 
consideration, it is a wonder that so many spec- 
tators chose to attend matches. 

With regard to facilities, as you know the 
League is now taking steps to ensure improve- 
ments take place at every ground where neces- 
sary. 

Turning to your suggestion of a return to State 
Leagues, this in effect existed during 1984, 1985 
and 1986. It did not work and, in fact, spectators, 
players, coaches and club officials chose to 
return to the present format. 

| should also point out that this year average 
crowds in Sydney are higher than-4ast year, 
despite the fact that interstate teams draw very 
little support. 

Finally, at a time when we are in our eleventh 
year as a national league and other football 
codes, after much research, are expanding their 
competitions geographically, does this not sug- 
gest that the present system is best? 

If you have any doubt, | would suggest you 
talk to these other codes as well as the specta- 
tors, players, coaches and club officials involved 
with soccer. They will tell you that the present 
system is the best alternative. 

David, you may also be surprised to find that 
in the main, they would also seriously consider a 
switch of season with the onflowing benefits.

COACH Zoran Matic warned ASW readers last 
week he was ready to lead his club’s charge to 
defend the national league title, and now City’s 
backers and officials have also come out 


swinging. 

They announced a 
$100,000 fighting fund to 
buy players for their West 
End National League 
campaign next year, and 
to bolster the reserve team 
which has gained promo- 
tion to the SA Rothmans 
League First Division. 

This came on top of an 
announcement at a func- 
tion attended by the club’s 
glitterati, at the new Ade- 
laide Convention Centre, 
that City had wiped out 
ALL its debts and would be 
showing a PROFIT at the 
end of the season. 

“We're on our way to 
what we hope will be a 
permanent spot in the top 
five as long as the West 


End National League 
exists,” said Mr Gordon 
Pickard, Managing Di- 


rector of Fairmont Homes, 
the club’s main sponsor. 


“And then he coined a 
phrase which must go 
down in the Soccer record 
books. 

“They've got the 
pokies, we've got the 
people.” 


He was refering to the 
Sydney clubs and the fact 
that City was about to 
embrace the whole SA 
Soccer community in a 
fund-raising plan. 

Fairmont has handed 
over $20,000 which will be 
matched by City, to start 
the ball rolling in a drive for 
the $100,000. 

While business houses 
have already started to 
pledge $5000 and 
$10,000 donations, Mr 


Pickard said certificates 
for $10 donations and up 
would be issued to fans 
wanting to join the fund 
being set up to buy 
players. 

“All the cash in this fund 
will be used to buy. Any 
other spending will come 
from the general club 
fund,” he said. 

“We're hoping to con- 
fine our spending to the SA 
leagues, with perhaps one 
interstate and overseas: 
player. 


“And if we have to 
spend big, any sponsors 
who come in with large 
amounts will be refunded 
should we sell the player 
they help to sponsor under 
special circumstances.” 
Mr Pickard’s company has 
worked on the principal of 
giving City dollar for dollar 
raised. 

“Other clubs should do 
the same,” he said. “Get 
off their backsides and do 
something.” 

While City has been 
known as the ‘Scrooge’ of 
the NSL with no signing-on 
fees and their players on a 
flat rate — $300 a win, 
$100 a draw NOTHING for 
losing and $75 for training 
four times a week — their 
pay will get a hike next 
year. 

Club president, Mr 
Charlie Caruso said the 
players had done their bit 
to get the club out of its 
debt, which topped 
$300,000 three years ago.

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NEW ZEALAND HONOURS 
POSSIBLE FOR BROWN

GREG Brown's consistent goalscoring this season, which has been in- 
strumental in keeping Melita Eagles close to the action for New South Wales 
State Bank League honors, extends his record as a reliable net finder built up 
in England and New Zealand. 


After a short stint with Manchester United as an amateur youth player, the solidly built 
central striker served Mossley and Hyde United in the Northern Premier League (now 
known as the Multipart League and, effectively, the English League's sixth division). 
With them he averaged a goal every second game. 

In 1985, Brown was recruited by struggling New Zealand National League club 
Napier City Rovers. When he arrived in the Hawkes Bay, Rovers were anchored at the 
bottom of the table with just one point from nine games. 

The newcomer sparked a revival, scoring 11 goals in 14 appearances during which 
Napier lost only five games, but it was not sufficient to prevent relegation. 


However, considerable compensation was gained by a triumph in the Chatham Cup, 
New Zealand Soccer's premier knockout competition. 

In the final against North Shore United, Brown was outstanding. Constantly streching 
the North Shore defence, he scored the match-clinching goal and deservedly carried off 
the Jack Batty Memorial Cup, which is awarded to the final’s “Man of the Match””. 

The Lancastrian maintained his prolific goal poaching during the first half of the 
following season, 

. Now in the colors of National Mutual Miramar Rangers, he Swept his latest club to the 
top of the National League with 14 goals in the first 12 matches. 

Sadly, Brown went “off the boil” as the campaign approached its crucial period. He 
notched just a single strike from the last ten games and Rangers were pipped by one 
point for the championship. 

Still, the telecommunications technician seemed the logical choice to spearhead 
New Zealand's attack against Australia in the inaugural Winfield Trans Tasman Cup 
games at the end of 1986. 


Brown had made his All Whites debut against the touring USSR Select earlier in the 
year and faced the Soviets four times during a five match series. 

He impressed as a player who looked capable of establishing himself at international 
level in the very near future. 

The Miramar striker was duly included in the provisional Squad to prepare for the 
Socceroos games, only to be discarded when the New Zealand Football Association 
realised that he would not be eligible for Kiwi citizenship until February, 1987. 

Soon afterwards, Brown joined Melita. Although subsequently overlooked by New 
Zealand national team coach Kevin Fallon, he has, at 24 years of age, every right to 
retain international aspirations.

AZURE EYES LOOK 
TO NSL BIRTH 


AZZURRI Brisbane City, who only three months ago declared a non-interest in playing NSL 
next year, are back in the promotion race. 

The club has done a major about face following an 11-match unbeaten run which taken them from mid- 
table mediocrity to strong fancies for the league and grand final double. 

But the club's hopes of getting back into the NSL could hinge on their ability to convince the NSL to accept 
a repayment plan for a considerable five figure debt owed to the league. 

The debt was accrued during the club's last few years in the NSL before they were relegated last season. 

“We have a debt and our committee had addressed it. We will be sumitted a plan of repayment to the 
league later this year,’’ said club secretary John Ponturo. 

Ponturo, who is part of a new committee which took over mid-season, also admitted the club’ extended 
run of form in the XXXX League had promoted the change of mind over NSL promotion. 

“When the new committee took over we did not think it was feasibly possible for us to win the league and 
gain a place in the promotion play-offs. We decided then that the best thing to do was to build for a 1989 re- 
entry,"’ Ponturo said. 

“It was a case of walking before we ran. But things seem to be up and running now and if we are given the 
opportunity of getting back into the NSL next year, then we will give it a go.”” 

Much of City’s revival can be attributed to new coach Juan Cutillas, who finally has the club's players 
believing in themselves. Through shrewd positional reshuffling, he has hit on a combination which a 
fortnight ago outplayed Lions to win 2-1. 

“If we had not had such a bad start to the season, we could be leading the competition. To win now we 
have to rely on other results,”’ Cutillas said. 

Cutillas, a former Athletico Madrid player and Phillipines National coach, makes no secret that he dearly 
would love to coach a national league side. And he has even hinted ‘hat if the opportunity does not arise in 
Brisbane soon, he may head south looking for an appointment.

THE 1965 State League competition ended on August 14, 
but to all intents and purposes the premiership was neatly 
parcelled up and on its way back to East Fremantle- 
Tricolore three weeks before that. 

For on July 24, before the season's biggest crowd at 
Dorrien Gardens, the consistent Tricolore side steamrollered 
aside its only remaining challenger, Azzurri, to the tune of 4-2 
and established an unassailable lead at the top of the table. 

In becoming the first team to take off the State League 
honours for the third time since the formation of the Federation 
in 1960, Tricolore completed a hat trick of premierships.

Heidelberg, 
on their part, did most 
things right in promoting 
the match — coach John 
Margaritis and a number of 
players visited schools in 
the area during the week 
prior to the game, one

While this may 
indicate that the whole 
exercise was a dismal fai-

lure which would have cost 
Heidelberg financially, the 
code’s image must have 
been enchanced by the 
promotion. 

One of the most en- 
couraging aspects of the 
afternoon was the large 


number of children in 
attendance — a_ sight 
which is unfortunately 


rarely seen at most match- 
es in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne. 

For many years now our 
game has relied on a 
rapidly aging hard core of 
regular followers without 
being able to attract a new 
breed of supporters and 
this is where a big portion 
of the code’s problems lie. 


It's great to have 
thousands of kids actively 
participating in playing the 
game but somehow most 
of them are being lost to 
other codes in their transi- 
tion from playing to 
watching. 

Seeing the hundreds of 
kids chasing both Marconi 
and Heidelberg players for 
autographs before the 
game at Shepparton 
showed that a great deal of 
interest does exist 
amongst our juniors. 

The vast majority of 
these rural youngsters 
never get the opportunity 
of seeing their heroes_in 
action as all football codes 
tend to concentrate on 
playing in major cities and 
this is where the National 
League can take advan- 
tage of the situation. 

Every NSL club should 
be directed to stage one 
home match each season 
in one of these country 
centres — with financial 
assistance from the 
league if necessary — and 
return to the same area 
every year. 

If Heidelberg goes back 
to Shepparton next sea- 
son they can be reason- 
ably assured of building on 
the goodwill created by 
their recent promotion and 


that will almost certainly 
compound over the years 
ahead. 

Eventually both parties 
will forge a strong bond be- 
tween each other and the 
early financial losses may 
start to return a profitable 
dividend. Just imagine the 
huge strides our code can 
make in rural Australia if 
every club ‘adopted’ a 
country town which is vi- 
sited annually with a well 


promoted competitive 
fixture. 
Strong centres like 


Whyalla in South Austra- 
lia, Bendigo, Ballarat and 
Mildura in Victoria, Tam- 
worth, Dubbo, Albury and 
Griffith in New South 
Wales immediately come 
to mind. These are all well 
populated areas which are 
crying out for top level 
competitive sport while the 
National League is in ur- 
gent need of tapping a new 
spectator market. 


Interstate fixtures which 
usually only attract the 
home team’s fans will be 
ideal matches to stage in 
these centres, when Mar- 
coni met current cham- 
pions Adelaide City re- 
cently a crowd of 1500 was 
in attendance. What would 
a well promoted clash be- 
tween the two Italian clubs 
have drawn in a country 
centre like Griffith? 


Apart from the financial 
aspect, which is always a 
gamble, the benefits de- 
rived by the code would 
have been enormous. 
These ‘adopted’ towns 
can be developed into 
player nurseries for their 
city clubs with outstanding 
talented players invited for 


short intensive coaching 
stints with their parent 
team. 


The opportunities for 
both parties will have no 
limit, senior players can 
make periodical visits to 
their club’s proteges con- 
ducting coaching clinics, 
country junior coaches 


can learn from their pro- 
fessional counterparts 
while the National League 
clubs will have the chance 
of spotting kids with poten- 
tial to make the grade. 

The country areas of 
Australia can become a re- 
lative goldmine for our 
clubs, rather than being 
discouraged with its initial 
financial failure, Heidel- 
berg should be congratu- 
lated for its brave experi- 
ment at Shepparton and 
other clubs who are strug- 
gling to broaden their sup- 
port base could do a lot 
worse than investigate the 


opportunities 3 
that this type of concept 
can produce.

THE 14th National Women’s 
Soccer championships will 
kick off in Alice Springs on 
August 26 with Northern 
NSW, South Queensland, 
Victoria, ACT, South Aus- 
tralla, Western Australia, 
Northern Territory and Tas- 
mania competing for the 
championship trophy and 
the Australian Airlines 
Challenge Cup which will be 
played between first and 
second placed teams. 

The notable absence from 
the championships will be de- 
fending title holders, New 
South Wales. Unfortunately, 
endeavours to secure a team 
from NSW were not success- 
ful due to problems within that 
State.

NSW will be eligible for selec- 
tion in the national team which 
is due to play in the 4th World 
Invitational Toumament in 
Taiwan in December and the 
3rd Oceania Cup in Queens- 
land next year. 


Host Northern Territory will 
be looking to show the locals 
and the visitors that they mean 
business when it comes to 
organising a soccer touma- 
ment and playing the game. 
Their previous performances 
have continually improved 
and if they use the home 
ground advantages, they 
could surprise the visitors. 


The 1986 runners up, South 
Queensland, will be without 
international Sue Monteath 
who is recovering from knee 
surgery. Despite this, coach 
Fred Robins is confident that 
with other quality players such 
as Joanne and Kerry Millman, 
and Donna Fredrickson and 
Michelle Sawyers, the 
Maroons can withstand the 
Pressure and take out both the 
premiership trophy and the 
Australian Airlines final. 


The strongest challenge to 
Queensland’s hopes of win- 
ning will probably come from 
Northern NSW who finished 
equal with Queensland in 
1986 but dropped a place on 
goal difference.
